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Third annual Zamboni 


A thank you for a

Dan Woodbury is lucky to be 
alive, he knows it, and he is 
grateful. 

Last Wednesday, for the third 
year in a row, Woodbury thanked 
through a celebration of life the 
firefighters of the Wilmington 
Fire Department Group 2, who 
helped rescue the Central Street, 
Wilmington man from the scene 
of a violent and grisly accident on 
Interstate 93. Woodbury calls the 
celebrations “the Zamboni” - and 
he has a good explanation for that. 

“This is a perfect example of 
the fact that it works,” Woodbury 
said of his personal experience 
“The people are there to rescue 
you and see it through to the end.” 

For Woodbury, the Wilmington 
Fire Department created a new 
beginning. Despite not remem- 
bering coherently a minute of it, 
Woodbury speaks of the accident 
and subsequent rescue with the 
Spiritual zeal of a man born again. 
He knows his life is meaningless, 
Simply because he would not exist 
today, without the efforts of res- 

sonnel 
ave my family the gift 
of life,” he said. “That gift is due 
to their ability to perform a pro- 
tocol termed rapid response. If 
anyone ever needs it, they'll be 
glad it's available.” 

Unfortunately, people do need 
it, all the time. More than half the 
fire department's 2,182 calls in 
1995 were for rescues, a fact that 
makes. Woodbury all the more 
appreciative. 

“My amazement is that they do 
this on a frequent basis in a com- 
munity that has a daytime popu- 
lation that exceeds 50,000 people, 
as well as the commuter traffic of 
1-93,” he said. 

It was a frigid January, 2:00 
a.m., three years ago when Wood- 
bury needed those services. Driv- 
ing in the third lane northbound 
on 1-93, just before Exit 38, 
Woodbury lost control of his 
compact car and struck the medi- 
an. He crashed head first through 
the passenger side window and 
came to rest in the middle of the 
lane.

Group 2 was on duty at the 
WED when the call for a serious 


accident on 1-93 came into the 
station and firefighter dispatcher 
Andy McRobb. Lt. Joe McMahon 
was leading the group that night in 
place of Lt. John Brown, who was 
off. In a move that would prove 
crucial, a Med Flight rescue 
helicopter was called immediately 
Then, with firefighter Linda Giles 
behind the wheel, and firefighters 
John McDonough, Gary Robi- 
chaud and Don Ahern on board 
with McMahon, they took off for 
93 at Route 129 
At the ramp, the crew made a 
controversial, but in the end 
worthwhile, decision. Believing 
State Police had blocked off the 
road, Giles drove the ambulance 
southbound on the northbound 
side of 93 to reach the accident 
The road was not blocked 
and the ambulance had to contend 
with some oncoming traffic. For 
tunately, the ambulance made it 
safely to Woodbury, who, seri- 
ously injured and stuck prone in 
the 93 fast lane, had the fortune of 
not being struck by another car. 
On arrival, firefighters found 
Woodbury in the fetal position, 
lying in a pool of frozen blood 
“They virtually had to scrape 
me from the surface to place me 
on the ‘d, thus the expression 
Zamboni, id 
They also found a child’s car 
seat, which had been hurled clear 
across the highway. The unset- 
tling sight produced an anxious 
search for a child, but none was 
found. Finally, a call home to 
Woodbury’s wife confirmed the 
rest of the family was safe 
Firefighters describe a horrific 
scene in the ambulance, where 
Woodbury, covered in his own 
blood, thrashed about violently, as 
trauma patients sometimes will 
“Its very frustrating,” Giles 
said. “You know what he needs 
but you can’t get it done because 
he’s fighting with you.” 
Firefighters were unable to start 
an IV, and it took eight people and 
an injection of paralytic drugs to 
stabilize Woodbury for evacuation

by the Med-Flight helicopter, 
which arrived at around the same 
time the ambulance did 

Woodbury was taken to Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital in Bos: 
ton, where he slipped into a coma 


for the next 72 hours and spent six 
days in the intensive care unit 
Among other injuries, Woodbury 
suffered eight broken ribs, a bro- 
ken shoulder, a bruised, collapsed 
lung and several lacerations, in- 
cluding a deep gash to the head 
that went nearly to his brain 

“We really thought he was 
going to have brain damage if he 
survived,” Giles said. “But every- 
went the way it should 


When Dan Woodbury entered 
the fire station some time after his 
long stay in the hospital, and after 
period of rehabilitation the 
people of Group 2 didn’t recog- 
nize him - they had only seen him 
in the worst of condition. Giles 
said she knew the eyes 

“We're lucky to be able to_see 
the person ” she said. “This 
has been great.” 

Firefighters often receive thank 
yous for the difficult, 
work they perform. Sometimes 
they get cards. Woodbury took it 
a step further 

One day, three years ago. he 
showed up at the fire department 
during Group 2°s shift, his car 
loaded up with a prepared feast - 
chicken, ribs. steak. salad. corn on 
The Zamboni

was born 

The next year, Woodbury again 
came to the station. This time he 
cooked there. And this year, he 
invited Group 2 and their families 
to his home for a cook-out Zam- 
boni. 

It was only fitting 

“I believe it was the profession- 
alism, anticipation and persever. 
ance of the individuals from Wil 
mington Firefighters Group 2 that 
gave me the chance to overcome 
all the complications from the 
most unfortunate of nights,” 
Woodbury said. “It was that ini- 
tial effort that made it possible for 
me to get back to Central Street.”

Town administrators, together 
with the permanent building com- 
mittee are discussing a prelim- 
inary draft report with the con- 
sulting firm Archetype Architec- 
ture detailing longterm municipal 
building needs for the town.

An ideal getaway: Atlantic City

For your honeymoon, the last thing you want is a hassle. 
The new Mrs. Conlon and |, married on August 24, decided that the drive 
to Nia 
honeymoon spot, we balked at the thought of all those hours in the car. My 


sister offered us her cabin in New Hampshire, but Lyn didn't feel like i 


cooking and cleaning all week. Fair enough. 

Ona whim, I suggested Atlantic City. Sold, said she! 

So we took a four-day, three-night jaunt to Adantic City, New Jersey, for 
our honeymoon. And the trip was perfect. 

For those who enjoy wagering, Atlantic City is the hotspot of the Eastern 
seaboard. Sure, Foxwoods may be closer, but Foxwoods is crowded most 
of the time, and the Connecticut casino can't offer a beach, the Boardwalk, 
or the 13 different casinos. And you can reach Atlantic City in less time 
than it takes to drive from Tewksbury to Foxwoods! 

Casino gambling was approved in Atlantic City in 1978, and at first blush 
it seemed that slots and craps tables would save the crumbling resort by the 
sea. The casinos promised millions in tax revenues and thousands of jobs, 
which were delivered, but the city's administrators failed to take advantage 
of the plum they'd been handed. The old resort prospered, then seemed to 
stall out. But those days are over, and Atlantic City is on the move again! 

The city is now building a new bus terminal, a new convention center and 
a new approach to Atlantic City. Also, more casinos are coming, and the 
existing facilities are getting bigger. There is excitement in the air. 

Lyn and | booked our trip through Spirit Airlines. For a total cost of 
$554 we received round-trip airfare from Boston (less than one hour in the 
air), a bus ride from the airport to the hotel and back, a room for all three 
nights at Merv Griffin's Resorts, plus $20 in coin and $10 in food, each. 
Not bad at all! Most of the folks on the plane (a stretch DC-9) were taking 
advantage of Spirit's overnight package, for under $150 per person. 

‘¢ you book into your room, the first place to visit is the Boardwalk. 

The legendary Boardwalk is a wide wooden road, over six miles long and 
limited to foot traffic. (Bicycles are allowed from 7 to 10 a.m. only.) On 
one side of the Boardwalk is the Atlantic, which we found delightfully 
warm, and on the other side are shops and casinos, as far as you can see. 

If we weren't feeding the slot machines or ourselves (or honeymooning, 
ahem!), we spent shopping. The Boardwalk offers countless shops, from 
palm readers and pizza shops to jewelers and souvenir shops. It's a beach 
town, first and foremost! 

A big attraction is The Shops at Ocean One. This long pier, one of four 
along the Boardwalk, has been converted into a three-story mall, with all 
sorts of mall shops inside. The top story is devoted to dining, and there is 
an arcade on the first floor for the kids. Ocean One looks like a beached 
ocean liner as you approach, and is across the Boardwalk from Caesar's. 

Food in Atlantic City runs the gamut. Most hotel-casinos offer gourmet 
dining, but at gourmet prices. However, more and more casinos are now 

: offering buffet meals, all-you-can-eat affairs at decent prices, and there are 
‘always the food shops along the Boardwalk for a quick bite. Our $10 food 
coupons went toward the Resorts’ buffet one night, and for breakfast at 
their Cafe Casino in Resorts on our last day. (Hi, Phyllis from Wakefield!) 

We also had a snack and a brew at the Irish Pub, just off the Boardwalk. 

Getting around in AC is'simple. One block from the Boardwalk, along 
Pacific Avenue, you can catch a "jitney" ride. For $1.50 each, the little 
privately-owned buses will take you as far along their fixed route as you 
wish to go. (Get a schedule from the AC tourist booth on the Boardwalk.) 
Unless you love long-distance walking, the Boardwalk is simply too long to 
stroll, but a jitney ride can eat up the miles. Or you can ride a sedan-chair, 
but the fees for the chair rides can be a little steep if you have a long ride. 

Atlantic City offers big-name shows, title sporting events such as boxing, 
and the annual Miss America pageant, coming up soon. 

Give Aantic City some thought next time you're in the mood for a quick 
getaway. The grand oceanside resort, less than an hour flight from Boston, 

* has a bright future, a bright present, and all the fun you could ask for.

‘Party ballot, a Republican Party 

‘ballot or a Libertarian Party ballot. 

, These are the three official political 

parties in Massachusetts. 


Chapter 475, Acts of 1993, 
(MGL:CH. 53:37) now provides, 
for the State Primary only, that if 
you are an unenrolled voter prior to 
the selection of a party ballot you 
shall continue to be an unenrolled 
voter. 

After voting, there is no need for 
you to fill out a change party 
enrollment card, this will be done 
automatically for you at the town 
clerk's office. 

If you wish to remain in the 
political party that you selected, 
then you must fill out a change party 
enrollment card.

Jim O’Brien knows a thing or 
two about smoking cigarettes - he 
did it more than 20 times a day, 
every day, for 35 years. He also 
knows something about quitting 
smoking - he did that exactly 
once. 

Mark Twain once remarked that 
he was very good at quitting 
smoking - he'd done it hundred of 
times. O'Brien, who tried to quit 
unsuccessfully himself on several 
occasions, knows it only counts 
when one gives up the habit for 
good. 

O'Brien also knows well the 
possible effects of long-term 
smoking. 

In August of 1988, he suffered 
a heart attack, which was followed 
by triple bypass surgery in Dec- 
ember of that year. In November 
of 1992, one of his lungs col- 
lapsed, something that would hap- 
pen three more times. As a result, 
he has also undergone two lung 
operations. Since the initial lung 
collapse, he has been on oxygen, 
required to carry a tank (which 
weighs some 15 pounds when full) 
with him at all times. 

O'Brien, now 67, started smok- 
ing in 1944 when he was 15 and 
quit in 1979. He has now taken 
his personal knowledge and ex- 
periences with smoking and fash- 
ioned a short and powerful ces- 
sation companion on audio cassette 
called the “Cigarette Withdrawal 
Coach Program”. He has also 
taken his act, oxygen tank and all, 
on the road, speaking at schools 
across the state.

The cassette was cut on two 
separate dates in 1996 at Wayne 
Fleury’s ALDIM Studio, located 
at his home in Tewksbury.

He ends side one with the bol- 
stering “If you believe you can 
achieve.”

Day | 
begins with “focus” and the pro- 
gram concludes with “not one 
puff” on Day 10.

The Supreme Emblem Club of the 
United States of America is a 
national organization of women 
related to or sponsored by the 
Benevolent and Protective Order of 
Elks of the United States of Amer- 
ica. It is dedicated to charitable acts 
in the community, the states and the 
nation. 

To bear true allegiance fo the Con- 
stitution and the flag of the United 
States of America. The name Em- 
blem signifies the Flag of the United 
States of America, which is pre- 
served and cherished as a priceless 
possession. 

The Emblem Club motto is 
“Truth, Justice and Charity." It is a 
guide to all club work. There are 
clubs located in every section of this 
country including Alaska and 
Hawaii. The Emblem Club attracts 
women of many diverse talents, 
abilities and ages, all of which 
combine to make Emblem a very 
special national organization. In the 
Emblem Club, there is an important 
place for each member. 

The Emblem Club was started by a 
small group of Elks' ladies meeting 
together in 1917, to wrap bandages 
for World War I. These ladies met 
socially, and at the same time felt 


the joy of accomplishment. The 
combination of fellowship and 
doing good appealed to other wom- 
en, and a community group came 
together. 


Fifteen members of the group of 
ladies in Providence, R.1. all related 
to members of the Benevolent and 
Protective Order of Elks, who were 
active under the name of Emblem 
Club, developed the idea of a 
national organization of such 
groups. 

The organization was chartered in 
the state of Rhode Island as the 
Supreme Emblem Club of the 
United States of America by Esther 
A. Sweeney, Mary T. Duffy, Alice 
Farrell, Mary L. Clark and Char- 
lotte O'Connor of the "Orig- inal 
Fifteen," on April 27, 1926, and 
filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State of Rhode Island on May 3, 
1926. 

Nine Emblem Clubs were organ- 
ized during the first year in the New 
England States of Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire and 
Connecticut. This number has stead- 
ily increased, and in this 70th year 
of formal existence, Emblem Clubs 
are continuously progressing. The 
future of Emblem is even more 
promising. 

In many states, affiliated Emblem 
Clubs have joined together to form 
a State Association under the juris- 
diction, and chartered by, the Su- 
preme Emblem Club. The Supreme 
Emblem Club issues the bylaws by 
which the State Associations are 
governed. These State Associations 
are formed for the purpose of 
uniting, assisting, and promoting 
the interest of clubs. The ex- 
changing of ideas is beneficial to the 
clubs belonging to a State Asso- 
ciation. Massachusetts has a State 
Association.

“National Emblem Club Week." 
This year, the 17th Supreme Con- 
vention is scheduled to be held in 
Anchorage, Alaska, September 
22-29. It also happens that the Su- 
preme President is from Alaska this 
year. 
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Guide book published on Middlesex Canal 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Burt VerPlank and his wife Fran, 
of 37 Calumet Road, Winchester, 
have prepared a study and a series 
of maps of the old Middlesex Canal. 
It is a complete study of the first 
engineering work accomplished in 
the United States. 

Their work is now being sold by 
the members of the Middlesex Canal 
Association, P.O. Box 333, 
Billerica Mass. 01821. If this writer 
remembers correctly the price is 
$17.50. Betty Bigwood of 300 
Chestnut Street, Wilmington is a 
member of that association.* 

Completed in 1803 after 10 years 
of planning and construction the 
canal was in operation 50 years. 
There was a 27 mile ‘route from 
Charlestown through Somerville, 
Medford, Winchester, Woburn, 
Wilmington, Billerica, and 
Chelmsford Village to a_ terminus 
in what is now Lowell. 

The route was marked by 
aquaducts (water bridges) over 
streams, one of the finest being that 
over the Shawsheen River, at the 
Wilmington - Billerica line. 

The Middlesex Canal was a vital 
force in opening commerce into the 
interior. Granite from quarries in 
Westford and Tyngsboro was taken 
to Boston. Much needed supplies 
were transported into the interior, 
including, in later years, cotton to 
the mills in Lowell. 

Not a part of the VerPlank 
story,Wilmington had a tradition of 
supplying lumber to the shipyards 
of Medford, lumber taken from the 
hills westerly of Chestnut Street. 
Ships in Medford were constructed 
for the world trade, then existing 
out of Boston. 

Sixty or more years ago, it was 
reported that the Pipes Farm on 
Chestnut Street was the site from 
which that lumber was transported, 
to the banks of the canal, to be 
carried to Medford. Medford, it can 
be noted, was also famous for 
supplying Medford Rum to the 
world, after the War of 1812. 

The rum is said to have been 
shipped to Africa to be solda Then 
slaves were purchased and 
transported to Jamaica and Cuba 
and some of those transported to 
American states. 


None could be transported to 
Massachusetts. That state, about five 
or six years after the Revolution 
passed laws against slavery. 
Wilmington did so in 1777, not 
completely against slavery, but 
nearly so. 

The canal passed near Horn Pond 
in Woburn, and that place 
developed into a pleasure resort, 
complete with restaurant, 
swimming, picnic grove, band 
concerts, a bowling alley and an 
excursion boat. 

In the winter, when the ice was 
suitable, there was a tradition of 
skating on the canal. Some skaters, 
it has been said, went all the way 
from Charlestown to the 
Merrimack River and back in one 
day. 

The Boston & Lowell Railroad, 
constructed in 1835 began to 
seriously cut into the traffic of the 
canal. By 1853 the canal was 
completely out of business. 


Fran and Burt VerPlank of 37 Calumet Road, 
Winchester studied the history of the Middlesex 
Canal.

Excluded for 
evaluation for food stamps 
qualifications are your home, car 
and life insurance. For a person to 
qualify, your monthly income can 
be no higher than $960. A 
household of two no higher than 
$1,087 a month. 

Anyone who qualifies for 
Medicaid, automatically qualifies 
for food stamps. Again, you do not 
have to be receiving Welfare 
benefits to qualify; some expenses 
deplete your income, such as 
extreme medical bills not covered 
by insurance, may qualify you for 
food stamps. To’determine whether 
or not you are eligible for food 
stamps call 1-800-645-8333; or to 
apply for an application, call 
Project Bread's Food Source at the 
same number. 


Any senior 60 or older may call 
the 800 number for an interview on 
the telephone. When you call you 
will be asked your name, telephone 
number, Social Security and 
pension numbers and amounts 
received. It will take 30 days to 
receive food stamps if you qualify.

As head coach Steve Levine 
begins his third decade as Tewks- 
bury Memorial High School boys 
soccer coach, he describes this 
‘year’s team as “a young, old team.” 

Hmmm... 

Levine has two outstanding 
soccer players on his team in 
Anthony D'Angelo and Dan 
Mahoney. Levine hopes his team 
doesn’t become a two-dimensional 
player team.

* at the start of the season, but if he 
doesn’t get any help, then we will 
be in trouble - he won't be able to 
save us for the entire season, he is 
human,” Levine said. 

The other side of the coin has 
junior Anthony D’Angelo return- 
ing after speculation that he was 
playing football. D'Angelo was 
voted the fourth best player in the 
MVC and he is the man for this 
team. 

“I hope we can help him, help 
us. He is the best player ever to 
play at Tewksbury High. He is 
tremendously talented. I think he 
is one of the best players in the 
entire state. If he shoots more, he 
will score a ton of goals for us. 
But we need a lot more. than 
Anthony - we need his teammates 
to step up and play to his level so 
we can help him, help us,” Levine 
said. 

D'Angelo will play either center 
midfield or center forward, 
wherever he is needed the most. 
He can dominate a game in either 
position. Seniors Jeremy Scafidi, 
Brian Abruzzi, Dan Fitzgerald, 
Rick Barker, Steve Flanagan who 
is known as the “Energizer 
Bunny,” will all switch off between 
forward and midfield. Derek 
Aldred, Derek Favreau, Matt 
Moore also add to that mix as will 
freshmen Anthony Labo. 

Defensively, Levine is expecting 
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a huge year from Shawn Scafidi, 
‘one of two different identical twins 
with his brother Jeremy on the 
team. Jim Davos as Levine says is 
“the Bull in the China Cabinet,” 
supplies much needed muscle in the 
backfield. Tom Eisenhaure, Matt 
Rodrigues and Garret Peabody 
(sweeper) round out the ‘D. 

The second pair of identical 
twins, Joseph and Maurice Cough- 
lin, moved to Tewksbury from 
Ireland and Levine says one is a 
midfielder and one is a defender. 
He says since he can’t tell them 
apart he just asks for the defender 
and Maurice jumps to the position. 

There is another foreign ex- 
change student on the team in Peter 
Holubec who comes from the 
Czech Republic, who has a good

Levine says this year was one of _

the first year of the Cape Ann 
League, Wilmington now will be a 
little more familiar with the league 
and its opponents - instead of not 
knowing anything about their 
opponents which is something that 
drastically hurt them last year. But 
in order for Wilmington to have 
that first winning season in over 12 
years, a good start would have to 
include beating a very tough New- 
buryport squad who shut them out 
last year 21-0. 

“I don’t want to put all of my 
eggs into one basket, but yes, it is a 
very important game for us 
There is no question about it that 
we have to start off on the right 
foot for our season to come out 
good. But if things don’t go as 
planned at the start, then we will 
rally around, building character to 
overcome the adversity - that what 
makes a program continue to get 
stronger,” Almeida said. 

Last year’s squad was very in- 
consistent. They were talented, but 
it seemed as if they couldn't gel 
everything together at once. 
Whether it was second half disas- 
ters, secondary problems,«turn- 
overs or terrible special teams 
play, the first four games of the 
season really hurt the team. And 
Almeida certainly can’t have that 
happen again this year. 

“I don’t think conditioning was 
the problem. | think the kids were 
working very hard - they just 
didn’t know how to win, Some 
teams can overcome adversity 
right away and some other teams 
see things not going their way and 
say ‘here we go again.” I'm not 
trying to knock anyone down, but | 
think winning is habitual and so is 
losing,” Almeida said. 

Thus far Wilmington has had 
two scrimmages as they have beat 
both Matignon and Lawrence 
And already the injury bug has 
entered as senior left tackle Brain 
Thresher (6°3, 250 - all heights 
and weights are estimated) sepera- 
ted his shoulder, leaving a huge 
loss for about three weeks in the 
offensive and defensive lines. 

“We already have to shake things 
around with Brian out - he is a big. 
big loss. We can't afford injuries - 
especially on our lines. We don’t 
have much depth there,” Almeida 
admitted. 


Almeida will be using the Wing- 
Back Offensive style, which means 
having two tight ends and no re- 
ceivers, a wing back and two other 
backs in the backfield in a primary 
running offense which includes 
many keeper runs. Almeida said 
this style is very good for goal-line 
chances, and it fits this team very 
well. 

“I love this offense. We have 
four very good players who can 
run the ball plus two really good 
tight ends who can block and catch 
the ball. The kids have really pick- 
ed up this quickly. We have some 
fine tuning to do, but we continue 
to get better at it,” Almeida said. 

Almeida said a big plus to this 
style is that opponents cannot key 
in on one player. He said now 
Wilmington will have a host of 
players to turn to, instead of the 
few players getting drilled on 
every play. There are no players 
in motion in this offense and 
hardly any formations according to

Almeida, but this way junior quar- 
terback Tim Gillis (6'0, 170) has 
many teammates to hand the ball 
off to. 

“This system really balances out 
- it is not overloading to any one 
player. You can run inside and 
outside effectively. And since we 
have two good tight ends, they will 
be blocking a lot so we can run off 
them and the other tackles. It also 
chews up the clock and that will 
give our defense some more rest,” 
Almeida said. 

Tim Gillis, with one year under 
his belt as quarterback, should 
really benefit with this new system. 
Last year he completed 49-of-116 
completions, which included four 
touchdowns, and 12 interceptions. 
He probably won't be throwing as 
much this. year, and he will be 
looked upon to run more than the 
18 yards he did last year, so his 
role will be more versatile. It also 
appears as if he will have much 
better receivers to throw to this 
year. 

Moving through the offense, 
Gillis will be turning to either sen- 
ior Sean Sullivan (5°8, 155) as the 
wing-back or two of the senior tri- 
captains in Billy Harrison (5'9, 
170) and Sean Kerrigan (5°10, 
170) as well as senior Rich Gillis 
(6°3, 230) who will alternate in the 
other two backfield positions. 

Sullivan doesn’t have any ex- 
perience carrying the ball, but.he 
is quick. Harrison ran for 700 
yards last year which included 
scoring 10 touchdowns. Kerrigan 
added 572 yards and five touch- 
downs, while Rich Gillis tossed in 
221 yards himself which included 
six touchdowns. 

As for the ends, sophomore 
Dave DeAmato (5"11, 185) will 
line up on the left and junior Jamie 
Campbell (5°11 170) will be on the 
right. DeAmato didn't have a ball 
thrown to him last year, while, 
Campbell made one fantastic catch 
on a 55-yard bomb down the right 
sidelines against Hamilton-Wenham 
late in the season. 

“When you have four kids who 
can run the ball and two ends who 
can block and catch like Dave and 
Jamie, then you should be excited. 
I love this offense - it will be ex- 
citing,” Almeida said. 

The offensive line has Adam 
Vogel (5°10, 170) replacing 
Thresher at left tackle, with senior 
Adam Mazza (5°8, 175) next to 
him at I¢ft guard and the third 
captain, senior Matt Haskamp (6'1, 
235) as the center. On the right 
side, seniors Mike (6'1, 175) and 
Pat O'Toole (6°1, 210) will be the 
right guard and right tackle, re- 
spectively. 

“We want to have each position 
to have back-ups to get as many 
kids in the games as possible. But 
there will be guys who will play 
both sides of the ball and every 
play of every game. We can’t have 
injuries because we are short on 
depth,” Almeida said. 

Backing up in the offensive plan 
will be sophomore John Shirley, 
Rory Ballou and PJ. Heffernan 
(who is also injured). 

Defense, Almeida said, is the 
biggest strength of the team, how- 
ever, all but two players on the

Junior Brian McCarthy (5°10, 
180) is the starting nose guard with 
Haskamp and Pat O'Toole as the 
right and left tackles respectively, 
Rich Gillis and Mike O'Toole as 
the left and right ends as well as 
Jamie Campbell and Sean Kerrigan 
as the two linebackers in the 5-2 


set-up. Harrison and sophomore 
Mike Gennetti are the two comer- 
backs, while Tim Gillis and De- 
Amato are the two safeties. 

“I think we will be very strong 
against the run. The ends are very 
experienced and talented with good 
size. No one seems to be able to 
move Haskamp. We have two 
solid linebackers and that is a big 
strength. The secondary has done 
a great job so far, but we do have 


to work with them a little bit 
more,” said Almeida. 

Three of the first four games for 
Wilmington will be at home as 
Newburyport, Triton and Masco- 
nomet come to Wilmington as Ips- 
wich is the lone away game within 
the first month.

Bellantone said that five 
members of the group - Past 
Commander Mike DeCola of 
Medford, Vice Commander Joe

and Chaplain Jim Perdone of 
Saugus - were invited to make

Ironically, Reading resident 
Julie Porter had been one of the 
lottery winners the previous 
week.

Social 
Security withholds $1 in benefits 
for each $2 in earnings over the 
limit. 

Benefits of early retirees are 
reduced for each month they are 
younger than age 65 when bene- 
fits begin. However, at age 65, 
the early retirement reduction is 
removed for any months that 
benefits were not paid due to 
excess earnings. As a result, all 
future checks are increased: 

Widows who begin widow 
benefits earlier than age 62 
receive a recomputation at age 
62 and again at age 65 to remove 
actuarial reductions for months 
that benefits were not paid due 
to excess earnings.

‘a.m. and the historic ship was 
back at its dock in Charlestown 
by 9:30 a.m. 

As a part of the cruise, the 
ship passes by Castle Island 
where Fort Independence still 

the harbor. The cannons 
of the Constitution were fired as 
a salute to the historic fort as 
the ship passed by. 

According to Bellantone, “You 
go back in time. When the can- 
nons go off, you can imagine 
what it was like to be fighting in 
the cramped quarters.” 

He noted that the below 
decks area of the ship is only 
about five-feet, six-inches high. 

Bellantone, a veteran of 
World War II, added, “It’s 
poignant to someone who has 
served in the military, to be 
called back to duty for a short 
stint on history.” 

In his report to the Island 
Bellantone wrote, “The whole 
event was extremely inspiring. 
It filled us with pride and patrio- 
tism.” 

The Island will be sending a 
Certificate of Appreciation and 
a letter of thanks to Capt. Moss, 
Cmdr Beck and Lt. Cmdr. Clair 
Bloom, the ship’s executive offi- 
cer. In a short historic aside, 
Bellantone said that Bloom is 
expected to become the ship's 
first commander who is a 
female. 

It has been reported that the 
44-gun frigate, which was first 
launched from Boston Harbor in 
1797, now carries a crew of three 
officers and 47 men and women. 
‘All of the crew members, who 
are on active duty with the Navy 
and the Marines, wear the uni- 


forms of the ships period of the 
1900's. 

For the Marines this is a 
dark blue and crimson red uni- 
form. The Navy officers dress in 
blue and gold. 

The ship's history spans the 
action of the Barbary Coast off 
of what is now Libya and the 
War of 1812. 

It was placed out of commis- 
sion at the Portsmouth Naval 
Shipyard in 1855 and used as a 
training ship. However, in 1877 
the ship was rebuilt. 

It is said that +t least 10 per- 
cent of the ship is still the origi- 
nal material. 

The Constitution last sailed 
without a tow in 1881. However, 
it has been reported that an 
attempt was made to sail the 
ship into Boston Harbor in May, 
1934. However, the attempt failed 
because of a lack of wind. 

This followed a tour, under 
tow, of the nations ports. That 
tour was to thank all of the 
school children throughout the 
country that had contributed 
pennies to save the ship a third 
time. 


The frigate is equipped to 
carry 42,000 square feet of sails 
and has a top speed of 17 miles- 
per-hour. 

However, old age and the lack 
of experienced sailors have kept 
the ship from sailing under its 
own power. Along with the 


strengthening of the ship, the~ 


Navy crew and officers are 
being given sailing lessons in an 
attempt to sail the ship for 
about 20 minutes on its anniver- 
sary next year. The cruise is 
scheduled for July 21.
